Halifax. March 28.—Details of a ter- 


rible calamity which overwhelmed half 
of the crew of the sealing steamer Green- 
land in the Ice fields have been received 
from St. John's. N. F., which port was 
reached by the Greenland, turned inte«« 
veritable death ship. Sunday afternoon 
The steamer sailed into the harbor with 
the most grewsome cargo that has ever 
freighted ships of the sea. 
Twenty-five 


corpses, stark and frozen, were piled 
upon the deck. Fifty-five men were 
moaning with terrible suffering in the 
holds from the pain of frostbitten limbs 
and bodies. The little sealing steamer 
which sailed for the hunting grounds 
three weeks ago i*turned as an awfu! 
enamel house. 


Never in the history of the sealing 


industry has a more terrible calamity 
tallen on a ship's crew. It was a grew- 
sonie spectacle. The dead bodies were 
in tiers on the decks of the steajner, dis- 
figured and almost unrecognizable from 
the effects of the terrible suffering; which 
they h<id endured, presenting one of the 
most horrible sights human eyes «ver 
beheld. Nearly on«-half of the Green- 
land's crew of 300 men drifted away 
from their ship on an ice Hoe last Tues- 
day and perished In a severe »torm. In 
addition 2.i men ar« missing and have 
undoubtedly perished. 


Tl e Gtcenland set sail from St. John's, 


N F., about the first of March on hei 
fateful voyage. She was commanded 
by Captain Georpe Harbour, and carried 
a crew oi 
neaily 
300 hunters. The 


steamer proceeded northward with the 
rest of the sy.*u)Ing fleet, but 
after a 


couple of days she diverged on a separate 
track

thority for saying that Spain's present 
wiah Is to secure a cessation of lioHtll- 
Itlcs in Cuba rather than to engage in a 
war with the United States, and that it 
in more than probable that the negotia- 
tions between the govemment of tha 
United States and the Sagasta ministry 
will take that turn In the immediate 
future. 
The present ministry has pro- 


fessed a pacific disposition from the be- 
ginning, and the indications are strong 
now that it \vill avail itself of the good 
offices of the United States to the full- 
est extent that public opinion In Spain 
will allow in bringing to an end the hos- 
tilities in Cuba. 


To what extent the United States may 


go in assisting Spain in her present de- 
sign of securing an armistice is not yet 
determined, but conservative elements 
In the administration consider the man- 
ifestation of this desire on the part of 
Spain for even a temporary peace a di- 
rect result of President McKmley's di- 
| plomacy. and they are naturally dis- 
• posed to contend that the president 
chould be left free, for the present at 
least, to pursue a policy which promises 
much in the way of preventing a war" 
between thla country and Spain, and 
also of hringing to a close the hostili- 
ties in Cuba. 
Hence there will be an 


Mfort on the part of the peacefully In- 
clined In congress to continue to hold 
that body in check and to prevent In- 
flammatory utterances there until this 
promising diplomatic lead may be ex- 
ploited. 
It is said that the develop- 


ment of the situation will not require 
a great length of time and that there will 
not be extended d«lay. 
The policy de- 


termined upon by the president is to 
bring the Cuban war to a close. 
This 


will be accomplished by pointed inter- 
vention If necessary, but it is considered 


Madrid, March 28.—General Woodford 


has received the reply of the Spanish 
government to the American memoran- 
dum of llaich 23. It says that the gov- 
ernment cannot agree with the con- 
clusions the American government hag 
drawn from inaccurate Information, 
that doen not tally with the recent ac- 
tivity and progress of the military op- 
erations in Cuba and the visible popu- 
larity and progress of the new colonial 
institutions, which ha\-e been loyallj 
arcepted and are supported by even the 
old adversaries ot home rule in the 
colony 


Spain, the reply continues, cannot 


naturally admit the interference which 
is foreshadowed in the American note, 
and deprecates the sending of official 
relief and war vessels to Cuba as being 
tln» very elements that have retarded 
the pacification of the colony. Spain 
reminds the American government of 
all the concessions she has made to pre- 
serve peacetul relations and to concili- 
ate the I'nlted States, the last proof be- 
ing her willingness to submit the con- 
flicting commission reports as to the 
Maine to arbitration. 


In conclusion, the Spanish note shows 


that the government believes it has 
reached the extreme limit of conces- 


ns compatible with the honor and 


dignity of Spain, and will not admit en- 
< roachmentson her rights of sovereignty 
in the west. 


Mr. Gullon, the minister of foreign 


affairs, still speaks hopefully, but In 
very reserved terms, regarding the re- 
cent exchange of views with European 
governments.

John Burroughs writes for The Century

Mr. Burroughs says:

graco to ennblu one to hoar tho bird songs, 
txjiiio now power must he added to tho ear 
or homo obstruction removed- There are 
not only scales upon our eyus so that we 
do not HBU; there are seal us upon our ears 
V thut we do not hear. 
A city woman 


who had spent much of her time in the 
country onoe askud n well known ornithol- 
ogist t<i take her where fihe could boar the 
blnt'hird. "What, never beard tho blue- 
bird':" said he. "I have not," Mid the 
woman. "Then you will never hear it," 
said the bird lover—that is, never hear it 
with that inward ear that gives bounty 
and meaning to the note. He could prob- 
ably huvo taken her In a few minutes 
where she could have heard the call or 
warblo ot the bluebird, but it would have 
fallen upon unresponsive cars—upon ears 
that wero not sensitized by love for the 
birds or associations with them. 


Bird songs are not music, properly 


Bpeaking, but only augRoatious of music. 
A great many people whose attention 
would be quickly arrested by the same 
volume of sound made by a musical In- 
strument or by any artificial means never 
hear them at all. The sound of a boy's 
penny whistle there in the grove or the 
meadow would separate itself more from 
tho background of nature and be a greater 
challenge to the ear than is the strain of 
the thrush or the song of the sparrow 
There is something elusive, Indefinite, 
neutral, about bird Mings that makes them 
strike obliquely, as it were, upon the ear, 
and wo are \ery apt to miss them. The; 
are a part of nature, and nature lies about 
us, entire); occupied with her own affair* 
and quite regardless of our presence. 
Henoe it is with bird songs as it is with so 
many other things In nature—they are 
what we make them. The «ar that bear* 
them must be half creative. 


I am always disturbed when persons not 


especially observant.of birds ask mu to 
take them where they can hoar some par- 
ticular bird the song of which they have 
become Interested in through a descrip- 
tion of it in some book. As I listen with 
them I feel like apologizing for the bird 
—it has a bad cold or has just Heard some 
depraving news; it will not let itgelf out. 
The song seems so casual and minor when 
you make a dead set at it. I have taken 
persons to hear the hermit thrush, and I 
have fancied that they were all the time 
saying to themselves, "Is that allf" But 
when one hears the bird in his walk, when 
the mind is attuned to simple things and 
Is open and receptive, when expectation 1» 
not aroused and tha song comes as a sur- 
prise out of the dusk; sUenc* of the woods, 
one fwels that it merit* all tha floe thingi 
th?t can be said of it.
